The Continental Life Insurance 
Co. with about 45,000 policy hold- 
ers and $100,000,000 of insurance in 
force, is temporarily in the hands 
of an,agent of the Circuit Court, 
pending a hearing before Judge 
Hamilton next Saturday on a peti- 
tion for the dissolution of the com- 
any. 

The petition was filed late yester- 
day by R. Emmet O'Malley, State 
Superintendent of Insurance, who, 
also asked for an order permanent- 
ly restraining the company from 
further prosecution of its business. 

O'Malley charged that the com- 
pany, of which Ed Mays is presi- 
dent, “has for a long time past 
been so grossly mismanaged that 
the same is now “insolvent or will 
become greatly impaired and in- 
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q)anagement of said company con- 
sitnues for any further length of 
time.” He asserted that as a re- 
sult policy holders and others in- 
terested therein would suffer “great 
and irreparable losses.” 

Toler Takes Charge. 

Judge Hamilton appointed E. B. 
Toler, a representative of the State 
Insurance Department, as agent to 
take charge of the office and assets 
of the company, and last night To- 
ler and his ompigeee were in pos- 
session of the company’s offices in 
the 22-story Continental Life Build- 
ing at 3615 Olive street, just west 
of Grand boulevard. Toler had been 
at the company’s office by special 
arrangement since last. July, O’Mal- 
ley said. 

This is the second large insurance 
company with headquarters in St. 
uis against which O’Malley has 
egun dissolution proceedings since 
he came into office last July. The 
first was the Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co., which last Aug. 28 
was adjudged insolvent on his pe- 
tition to which the company as- 
sented. The assets of Missouri State 
Life, which had nearly one billion 
dollars of insurance in force, were 
sold to a new company, the General 
American Life Insurance Co., which 
assumed the policy obligations sub- 
iect to a 50 per cent lien. 

O'Malley has not made, known 
what his intentions are for dispo- 
sition of the Continental Life. Un- 
der a bill passed by both houses of 
the Legislature at the present spe- 
cial session and awaiting Gov. 
Park’s signature, the Superintend- 
ent of Insurance would havé au- 
thority to operate an insurance 
company, arrange for reinsurance, 
or liquidate or mutualize it. © 

Statement by Mays. 

President Mays declared in a 
Statement that the insurance com- 
pany is sound. 7 

“The only statement I want to 
make,” he said after a meeting of 
the board of directors, following fil- 
ing of the suit, “is that the Conti- 
nental Life Insurance Co. is in fine 
Shape. And there has been no mis- 
management. 

“The $1,000,000 in the Grand Na- 
tional Bank and the Wellston Trust 
=. is perfectly safe. Insurance 
Oommissioner O’Malley ‘was in 
Washington when it was agreed the 
deposits in these banks would be 
paid the insurance company 100 per 
cent, with 6 per cent interest.” 

Mays added that the condition of 
the Continental Life compared fa- 
Vorably with that of other com- 
panies and that it had net earnings 
of $204,000 in its accident and 
health department in 1932.

Noted Animal-Catcher Has 
One 'of Most Valuable Spec- 
imens in World.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4. — Frank 
Buck, who “brings ‘em back 
alive,” arrived today from Southern 
Asia and the East Indies with a 
game leg and an announcement 
that he had captured a male In- 


dian rhinoceros, one of the most 
valuable animals in the world, and 
that it would probably be turned 
over to the St. Louis Zoo. 

There are only three other rhi- 
noceroses of this kind in captivity. 
All three of them are females, 
Buck’s rhino is 3 years old and 
weighs a ton. When it is fully 
grown its weight will be at least 
five or six times that much. It 
was. taken in a rope net in Nepal, 
India, and will arrive next week 
on the freighter Steel Navigator. 
Sixty-odd other animals, most of 
them probably destined for the St. 
Louis Zoo, will arrive in th near 
future. 

Buck’s bad leg was-the result of 
an encounter with a honey bear 
which had a sour disposition. Buck 
captured the bear in Northern Jo- 
hore. While he was transferring 
it from the net to a cage it clawed 
him on the knee and an infection 
developed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.—The 


House of Representatives late this 


afternoon voted to increase the 
rate of taxation in the sales tax bill 
from % per cent, as amended by 
the Senate, to 1 per cent, as it orig- 
inally passed the measure. The vote 
to increase the rate was 84 to 24.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.—The 
Senate late last night amended the 
House sales tax bill to reduce the 
tax rate from one per cent to one- 
quarter of one per cent, added fur- 
ther amendments to make it of 
questionable constitutionality, and 
sent the bill back to the House as a 
basis for trading in the controversy 
over the liquor control bill. 

Proposed primarily to provide 
funds for unemployment relief, the 
bill as it was changed in the Senate 
will, it is estimated, fall far short 
of being adequate for the purpose. 
It is considered doubtful that the 
one-quarter per cent tax will yield 
in excess of $3,000,000, of which, un- 
der its provisions, $1,500,000 will go 
to the public school fund. This 
leaves $1,500,000 to be added to the 
estimated $3,000,000 from the liquor 
tax, making a total of about $4,- 
500,000 to meet relief needs estimat-. 
ed at not less than $4,000,000, and 
to meet the State deficit of $2,000,- 
000. 

Aside from the fact that it will 
be $1,500,000 short of the actual re- 
quirements, the bill will provide no 
funds to meet the State administra- 
tive costs represented in the $2,000,- 
000 deficit of last year. 

House Rejection Expected. 

It appears virtually certain that 
the House will reject the Senate 
amendment, and that the bill’ will 
go to a conference committee, 
which, without doubt, was the pur- 
pose of some of its most active 
advocates. It was disclosed during | 
the debate that it was the intention 
to use the sales tax bill in an ef- 
fort to force the House to come to 
the Senate’s terms on the liquor 
legislation. 

This would seem to mean that the 
Legislature is far from adjourn- 
ment as the House has shown no 
indication of receding from its de- 
mands for a one per cent sales tax’ 
and for a no-saloon liquor Dill. 

The bill as it comes from the 
Senate represents the work of 
majority group in that body which 
has been opposed to any sales fax 
legislation from the beginning of 
the special session when it was 
recommended by Gov. Park as the 
only means of meeting the relief 
needs. If, as was argued on the 
floor by Senator Jones of Dunklin 
County and other Senators, the bill 
is unconstitutional, the opponents 
of sales tax legislation will have 
succeeded in sending back to the 
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House’s Original Bill. 
As passed by thé House in a form 


provided for a tax of one per cent 
on all sales of tangible personal 
property. It was estimated that it 
would yield about $7,000,000. The 
Senate wrote an entirely new Dill, 
cutting the. rate to one-quarter of 
one, per cent and broadening the 
base to include, in addition to sales 
of tangible personal property, all 
sales of services. These included 
every form of service performed, 
the tax gven going to wages and 
salaries of individuals, and to pro- 
fessional fees and commissions, in 
excess of $100 a month. 

Senator. Jones, who has consist- 
ently supported the one per cent 
proposal, and Senator Bates of St. 
Louis, who has been opposed to a 
sales tax,, expressed the opinion 
that the inélusion of wages and sa!- 
aries would make the bill unconsti- 
tutional, if passed. 

Senator Jones pointed out that 
provision created a particular class 
of persons, not all of whom were to 
be taxed equally, the section in ef- 
fect creating an additional income 
tax. 


Provides a Triple Tax. 
“Under this provision,” he said, 
“there is a triple tax on the income 
receiving salaries or 
fees.

Dams’ Would Be Built for 
Flood Control—Better 
Navigation, Irrigation Fa- 
cilities Called For. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Senator 
Norris of Nebraska today intro- 
auced a bill authorizing a survey 
of the Missouri River and its tribu- 
taries and the erection of an exten- 
sive series of dams for flood con- 
trol, navigation, electric power pro- 
duction and irrigation. 

The proposed development would 
be similar to that begun in the Ten- 
nessee Valley except that authority 
would be vested in the Bureau of 
Reclamation instead of a new or- 
ganization and there would be no 
‘provision for the manufacture of 


fertilizer. 

“For many years,” Norris said, 
“we have been building dikes on 
the lower Mississippi to prevent 
damage by flood control. The very 
waters that do that damage, if 
properly impounded, will be of 
great benefit for navigation, irriga- 
tion and the development of pow- 
er.” 

He added that the bill, if enacted 
into law, would improve the naviga- 
bility of the Mississippi and pro- 
vide an extension of navigation on 
the Missouri. 

Water for Irrigation. 

“Water now doing damage in 
Louisiana will be used for irriga- 
tion in the western states,” he said. 
“Witb very little additional expense, 
all these impounded waters will de- 
velop a very large amount of elec- 
tricity which will be sold eventual- 
ly at cost to the farmers and other 
inhabitants of this region.” 

Flood control navigation improve- 
ments would be charged with their 
allotted share of the total -expendi- 
tures. 

The project would be of an ex- 
perimental nature, the bureau be- 
ing authorized “to establish, main- 
tain and operate laboratories and 
experimental plants, and to under- 
take experiments for the distribu- 
tion of electricity,” as well as to 
experiment in reforestation and the 
“proper use” of marginal lands. 

Authorization is provided for the 

bureau to carry out — studies de- 
signed to promote the wider use of 
electric power for agricultural and 
domesti¢ purposes or for “small or 
local industries.” 
The dam which the War Depart- 
ment will construct on the Mis- 
souri at Fort Peck, Mont., would be 
turned over to the reclamation bu- 
reau as part of the new system. 

“Stanby” plants, steam or other- 
wise, are authorized where desir- 
able, 

Policy on Power. 

The bill declares the policy of 
the Government to be, “in so far as 
practicable,” to distribute and sell 
the power generated to state and lo- 
cal governmenta] bodies and co- 
operatives, and that the projects 
provided for “shall be considered 
primarily for the benefit of the 
people of the section as a whole 
and particularly the domestic and 
rural consumers to whom the pow- 
er can economically be made avail- 
able.” 

When “surplus” power is sold to 
persons or corporations distributing 
it for profit, a schedule of consum- 
er charges is to be fixed by the 
bureau. 

Under the bill, the Reclamation: 
Bureau would be authorized to en- 
ter into 20-year contracts for the 
sale of power to State and local 
governments and tb co-operative 
bodies not organized for profit, and 
could construct such transmission 
lines as needed. 

In addition, the bill provides for 
direct power sales to farms and 
small villages not otherwise sup- 
plied “at reasonable rates,” the

to a bank to deposit it when he 
was waylaid. 

Feinberg, head of Adolph K. Fein- 
berg Real Estate Co., 2914 Union 
boulevard, was bound to the steer- 
ing wheel of his car with a wire 
and gagged with a rag before one 
of the two holdup men fled with 
the money, 16 $100 bills and two 
checks totaling $700.: The robbery 
was completed in an alley in the 
rear of 4268 Labadie avenue. 

“I left my office shortly after 11 
o’clock intending to go to the Lin- 
dell Trust Co. at 2745 North Grand 
boulevard,” Feinberg téld a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“Before I left I took. from the 
safe, which is protected by tear 
gas, the 16 hundred-dollar bills I 
had kept there almost a year, be- 
cause I was not satisfied with the 
security of banks. I also had a rent 
check and another check paid in 
on a deed of trust, the two totaling 
$700. 

“T was driving east in Labadie 
avenue, just west of Lambdin ave- 
nue, when an automobile suddenly 
pulled alongside and crowded me 
to the curb. Before I realized what 
was happening a man jumped out 
of the car and got in beside me. 
“He pushed a short-barreled re- 
volver against my side and said, 
‘drive ahead.’ I started east again. 
The other car followed, Only one 
man was in it. 

“As we reached Lambdin avenue 
the man with me told me to turn 
south, slowly. Then he made me 
turn east into the alley. We had 
gone about 100 feet east of Lamb- 
din when he made me stop. The 
other car didn’t follow us in. 

“As I stopped he grabbed me, I 
struggled a little, but he; shoved 
a dirty rag into my mouth and 
then tied a blue bandana ‘handker- 
chief around my head to hold it in.

Founder of Municipal Cred- 
it Bank Said to Have Is- 
sued Bonds Greatly in 
Excess of Legal Limit.

PARIS, Jan. 4.—Frauds amount- 
ing to $10,000,000 to $20,000,000 are 
said to-have been uncovered by the 
collapse of the Credit Municipal 
Bank of Bayonne, the municipal 
pawnshop, and the disappearance 
of its founder, Serge Stavisky. 

The manager of the bank, Gus- 
tave Tissier, was arrested Dec. 30 
and a warrant has »een issued for 
the arrést of Stavisky in connection 
with the alleged issuance by the 
bank of bonds greatly in excess of 
the lawful limit. ° — 

Insurance companies are said to 
have been the principal victims of 
the sale of the fraudulent bonds, 
which Stavisky under the name of 
Serge Alexandre, is charged with 
issuing in an amount from three 
to 10 times the pawnshop’s legal 
‘limit of $3,000,000. 

Besides the bond szcies, Stavisky 
is charged with pawning jewels, 
drawing out cash anc redeeming 
them with the fraudulent bonds. In- 
vestigators said he even obtained 
Bank of International Séttlements 
indorsement~-of $9,600,000 of Hun-

to Congress today, reveals for the

Described at the White House 
as the most brutally frank docu- 
ment of the kind ever sent to Con- 
gress, the message sets out the 
huge cost of the President’s na- 
tional recovery program without 
evasion. 


Expenditures already made and 
to be made this fiscal year will ex- 
ceed revenues by an amount re- 
quiring an increase of over $7,- 
300,000,000 in the national debt, 
This increase will bring the debg 
to an all-time high mark of $29;

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Senate

Their decision followed presenta- 
tion of evidence that a committee 
of the bank’s directors reported in 
1931 that its bad loans included 
many “policy” loans to “Judges of 


courts, referees in. bankruptcy and 
other political officials.” 

The directors also reported they 
had found bad loans to officers 
and directors of the bank “which 
were clearly made to assist or fur- 
ther stock market operations.” 

Investigators for the committee 
said today the report showed a to- 
tal of $5,500,000 in “bad loans” to 
officers and directors of the Bank 
of Commerce and other officers of 
the Guardian group of banks.

They said they also had evidence 
that Henry Ford, his family and 
company had total deposits of 
about $60,000,000 in the Guardian 
group and the Detroit bankers’ 
group banks when they closed for 
the Michigan bank holiday.

The President said that this fis- 
cal year’s outlays, for eral and 
emergency purposes, of over $10,- 
000,000,000, might have been even 
higher if the administration had 
fully utilised all the authorizations 
granted by the last Congress and 
by the first session of the present 
Congress. For example, he pointed 
out, the expenditures for public 
works this fiscal year would be 
$1,677,190,800, whereas they might 
have run to the full $3,300,000,000 
authorized by Congress. There had 
been no concealment of the Gov- 
ernment’s expenses, he said, and 
there would:be none. 

Lists Expenditures. 

He felt that the administration 
should not submit estimates for the 
fiscal year 1935 without letting the 
people know exactly the financial 
state of the Government at the 
start of the fiscal year. 

The budget’s table of expendi- 
tures for the current fiscal year, 
ending June 30, 1934, lists “general” 
expenditures of $3,045,520,267 and 
“emergency” expenditured of $6,357,- 
486,700, made up of the following 
items:

The grand total of the expendi- 
tures, made and proposed, is $10,-

To fhe itemized $3,960,798,700, 
howéver, the President has added 
$2,000,000,000, which, in his. belief, 
will be necessary for the further 
prosecution of the recovery cam- 
paign. He has asked congressional 
leaders to appropriaté this either 
as a lump sum for emergency pur- 
poses, or, if it is itemized, to 
grant him the authority to shift 
money from one item to another at 
his discretion. 

“Tt is clear,” he says in his mes- 
sage, “that the necessity for relief 
and recovery will still be with us 
during the year 1934-35: Additional 
relief funds will be necessary. Fur- 
ther needs of the country prohibit 
the abrupt termination of the re- 
covery program. No person can on 
this date definitely predict the to- 
tal amount that will be needed, nor 
the itemizing of such an amount. 
It is my best judgment at this time 
that a total appropriation of not to 
exceed  $2,000,000,000 will, with the 
expenditures still to be made next | 
year out of existing appfopriations, 
be sufficient. 

“T shall therefore ask the Con- 
gress for appropriations approxi- 
mating that amount. 


“This amount is not included in 
the budget estimates. If appropri- 
ated and expended, therefore, it will 
change the small estimated surplus 
of $13,000,000 into a debt increase of 
nearly $2,000,000,000. It is only fair, 
of course, to say that such a debt 
increase would be practically offset 
by loans made against collateral 
and assets pledged.

The message recommends. that 
one-third of the 15 per cent reduc- 
tion in the pay of Federal employes 
be restored on July 1 next. 

A continuation of the 3cent pos- 
tal rate on non-local mail is de- 
clared to be “highly important.” 

It is recommended that the per- 
sonnel of the army, navy and ma- 
rine corps, some of whom have suf- 
fered, pay reductions of more than 
25 per cent, by reason of “frozen” 
pay, be released from the present 
restrictions on automatic increases 
in compensation. 

The message discloses that the 
President has issued an executive 
order giving the Director of the 
Budget the same control over 
emergency expenditures that he 
has over regular expenditures, and 
another executive order making all 
such outlays subject to audit by 
the Comptroller-General. Thus, the 
President explained, all forms of 
spending by the Government will 
be placed on the same accountancy 
basis. 

The estimates of receipts for the 
fiscal year 1935 include no part of 
the $335,000,000 due the United 
States in that year on account of 
the debts of foreign governments.

Similarly, farmers benefiting 
from irrigation projects would be 
assessed according to the bureau's 
allocation of cost to irrigation.

JAPAN'S COTTON AGREEMENT | 


Pact With India Expected to Re- 
strict American Market.

TOKIO, Jan. 4—The United 
States may expect a restricted mar 
ket for its raw cotton in Japan this 
year as a result of an Indo-Japa- 
nese commercial agreement obligat- 
ing Japan to buy 1,500,000 bales of 
Indian raw cotton annually. 

This is in return for exportation 
of 400,000,000 square yards of Ja- 
panese cotton textiles to India each 
year. The agreement, . terms of 
which are expected to be announced 
officially Friday, ends the Japanese 
boycott of Indian raw cotton—a 
boycott which reacted favorably to 
American trade.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—Repeal 
of the anti-trust provisions of the 
National Industrial Recovery Act 
was proposed in a bill today by Sen- 
ator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, which 
was expected to provide the focus 
for opposition to the NRA. 

Borah introduced a bill td repeal, 
specifically, those words of the Re- 
covery Act exempting industries 
under codes from the anti-trust 
laws.

WAS DEFICIT OF $524°000 


Report Filed With House Shows 
Balance of $17,895; Large 
Contributions During 1933.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The def- 
icit of the Democratic National 
Committee was disclosed as $524,- 
000 in a report filed today ‘with the 
clerk of the House by William F. 
Cronin of New York, assistant 
treasurer. The report, as of Dec. 
$1, showed unpaid obligations of 
$542,112.41 which were offset by a 
current balance of $17,895.84. 

The report showed large con- 
tributions during the year, total re- 
ceipts reached $728,536, of which 
$595,254 was made up by contribu- 
tions. Disbursements during the 
year were $710,640. 

The loan from John J. Rackob, 
former national chairman has been 
whittled down to $80,250, 

The report of contributions lists 
@ $2500 gift from Vice-President 
John N. Garner and $5000 from 
Postmaster-General James A. Far- 
ley. Other large contributions in- 
chide: Mrs. Charles C. Rumsey, 
New York, $25,000; Patrick McGov- 
ern, New York; Robert 8.

Mother Discouraged but Chil- 
dren Sure*They Can Keep 
Wolf From Door. 


Mrs. Lillian Routt doesn’t know 
what she will do to support her 
seven children, whom she escorted 
back to St. Louis last night legally 
in her custody after an absence of 
almost five years. Penniless, un- 
employed and doubtful whether 


the children's father will contribute 
to their support as the Milwaukee 
Juvenile Court ordered, she is 
wearily bewildered. 

But the children know what is to 
They figured it out on 
the train. They’re going to work 
and instead of being supported, 
they are going... to support their 
mother. 

John Jr. and Darrell, 14 and 10 
years old, respectively, are going 
to sell papers. Vernis, 15, is going 
to get a job, preferably something 
that will permit her to further her 
ambition to be a commercial artist. 
Beryl, 12, will do the cooking at 
home. Loren, 8, will run errands. 
James, 7, and Ray, 5, will make 
the beds and do the housework. 
And under their plans Mrs. Routt 
won’t have anything at all to do. 

Mrs. Routt thinks the children’s 
plan is fine, but first of all, she is 
going to apply to the Provident As- 
sociation for temporary assistance. 
And to the Legal Aid Society for 
assistance in getting a divorce from 
John Routt, former garage pro- 
prietor, who took the children 
away without telling her and kept 
them and himself hidden from her 
until the children rebelled and 
brought the Milwaukee police into 
their lives. 

Referred to as “He.” 

Mrs. Routt’s husband, to whom 
she referred das “he,” and never by 
name, is favorable to the divorce, 
Mrs. Routt said. She thinks he 
wants to get married again, to one 
of the women he employed as 
housekeepers in Milwaukee. 

“He’s supposed to pay me $60 a 
month,” she continued. “That's 
what the Juvenile Court Judge at 
Milwaukee ordered. He promised 
to pay it, but I don’t know if he 
will. He has always made good 
money, but his family got very lit- 
tle of it. Why, he told the Judge 
he'd give me two or three hundred 
dollars a month. Said he didn’t care 
about the money. But in a little 
while, he didn’t know if he could 
afford $60.” 

Mrs. Routt, a slender, blue-eyed 
red-haired woman of less than 35, 
then related the circumstances of 
her husband’s departure with the 
children, on July 19, 1928: 

“We lived on Helen avenue in 
Pine Lawn then, and he had a ga- 
rage on Jennings road. I think the 
number was 4120. He sold it, and 
a couple of days later he came 
home at 2 o’clock in the morning 
and told me that my mother over 
in Evansville, Ind., was dying. He 
said she had several doctors and 
they didn’t know if she’d live until 
we got there. He said for me to get 
the babies ready and we'd go. 

‘I stopped to borrow a dress and 
to find out if Helen, a girl who 
liked the babies, could go with us 
and help me care for them. When 
Helen and I came out of her house, 
he and the car and the children 
were gone. I went to live with my 
sister, Mrs. Harry Wahl, at 3950 
Maffitt avenue, and she and her 
husband drove me all around in 
their car when we thought we had 
a clew to where he was. We never 
found a trace. 

“Then he called me up, about a 
week ago, from Milwaukee. He 
didn’t say it was him. He said he 
was Lawyer Brown, the oldest law- 
yer in Milwaukee, and my husband 
had given him some money for 
me and wanted me to come to Mil- 
waukee if I would promise not to 
prosecute him. I knew it was him 
and I told him so. We talked and 
finally he said it was. So I went 
up. 
“I found out that Vernis and 
Beryl had run away from him. He 
had just one housekeeper after an- 
other there. One of the housekeep- 
ers had been nice to them. So they 
went to her home and stayed for 
three days, until the police found 
them. 

“I found out that Vernis had writ- 
ten the nicest letter to her teacher, 
saying she was going to be absent 
from school for a while and why, 
and the teacher turned it over to 
the truant officer and that is how 
the girls were found. They asked 
the police not to take them back 
home, but to take them to the De- 
tention Home, and the police did. 

She Praises Children. 

“They were afraid to go home. 
He never liked the oldest girl. Said 
she was too much like me. He and 
I couldy’t settle things between us, 
so I got the Judge to turn the chil- 
dren over to me. It looked at first 
like they might have to stay in De- 
tention Home in Milwaukee, but 
word finally came up there that I 
was still welcome in St. Louis and 
se the Travelers’ Aid paid our fare 
back.

When she made a de- 
nial he grabbed her roughly, drew 
a revolver and hit her on the head, 
she said afterward. 


“He tried to drag me into the 
yard, but I broke away and he went 
out alone,” Miss Brinkman told po- 
lice. 

Shoninger, who was on the sec- 
ond floor with his family, heard 
the maid scream and ran to her 
assistance. Before he reached the 
kitchen he heard a shot, he said. 
Miss Brinkman was lying on the 
floor, bleeding from a scalp wound. 
In the back yard was Rock’s body, 
a bullet wound in the head and a 
revolver in the right hand. The 
body was taken to City Hospital 
and later to the Morgue. 

Miss Brinkman was treated at 
Jewish Hospitals, where physicians 
said she had suffered a skull in- 
jury. 

Rock was reported by police to 
have roomed at 812A North Kings- 
highway. At that address, however, 
reporters were told he did not live 
there. He was employed by George 
Bulkley, court reporter.

Miss Kennedy resides with 
three brothers, but only one was at 
home at the time.

Woman First Witness for 
State in Trial of Arkan- 

" sas Minister for Killing 
Tabernacle Janitor.

PIGGOTT, Ark., Jan. 4—How a 
wuman’s afternoon prayer meeting 
at the Jonesboro Baptist Taber- 
nacle Oct. 10 was broken up by pis- 
tol fire in which J. ‘W. MacMurdo, 
janitor, was: killed by the Rev. Dale 
8. Crowley, was described yester- 
day by Mrs. Clara Coleman in Crow- 
ley’s trial for murder. 

A member of the Rev. Joe Jeffer’s 
faction, which carried on a fight 
with the Crowley group for control 


of the tabernacle, Mrs. Coleman, 
the first of the State’s eye-witnesses 
to take the stand, testified that she 
saw Crowley fire another shot in 
MacMurdo’s body as the latter lay 
wounded on’ the floor. 

Crowley, 34 years old, is pleading 
self-defense. 

A group of about 15 women were 
gathered at the tabernacle and 
were singing and praying on the 
rostrum when she first heard voices 
in the rear of the building, then two 
shots followed by “a volley of 
shots,” Mrs. Coleman said. 

Quotes Purported Dying Words. 

A ghort time later, she said, she 
went to where MacMurdo lay and 
she quoted the wounded man as say- 
ing he told the women gathered 
about him to take his dying words. 
They were, she said, “Dale Crowley 
has shot me in cold blood without 
cause.” 

Conflicting versions of how Mac- 
Murdo was killed by Crowley as the 
climax to a bitter factionalism over 
preaching of a new doctrine by 
Evangelist Jeffers were given the 
jury by opposing counsel in opening 
statements. 

MacMurdo, aged janitor and night 
watchman of the tabernacle for the 
Jeffers faction, was declared by 
Prosecutor Denver Dudley to have 
been “shot like a dog” by the min- 
ister 

Seal B. Harrison, chief defense 
attorney, contended Crowley fired 
from a reclining position. MacMur- 
do had shot at Crowley, the lawyer 
asserted, causing him to stumble 
down steps of the tabernacle after 
Crowley, just recognized by a court 
order as the legal pastor, had or 
dered the janitor to leave. 

Tracing the history of the relig- 
ious strife at Jonesboro between 
Crowley and the Jeffers faction and 
previously ‘between Jeffers and 
leaders of the First Baptist Church, 
Prosecutor Dudley declared both 
Crowley and Jeffers were disciples 
of J. Frank Norris, fundamentalist 
minister of Fort Worth, Tex., but 
Defense Attorney Harrison denied 
later that Crowley was a disciple of 
Norris. 

Says Janitor Was Blinded. 

Dudley asserted that MacMurdo, 
already blind in one eye, was shot 
by Crowley after one of the latter’s 
followers had blinded thé janitor’s 
other eye with a blow over the head 
with a cane and as MacMurdo lay 
prostrate on the floor. After Mac- 
Murdo was wounded, Dudley de- 
clared the minister fired another 
shot into his body. 

Defense counsel contended, how- 
ever, that Crowley had sought by 
every means to settle differences 
with the Jeffers faction peaceably 
and had given MacMurdo addition- 
al time to leave after the first or- 
der was given. 

“MacMurdo’ was a vicious, dan- 
gerous &nd violent man,” Harrison 
said. 

The dispute between Jeffers and 
Crowley arose over the former’s 
preaching of the so-called “British 
Egypt” doctrine in the tabernacle, 
Harrison said. Crowley told him 
he did not subscribe to the teach- 
ing and ordered him not to preach 
it. From this developed a bitter 
controversy over the pastorate re- 
sulting in numerous clashes be- 
tween factions.

Plans call for erection of a new 
junior high school, replacing the 
old one at 100 Selma avenue, which 
is to be razed. The new building, 
adjoining the senior high school, 
will accommodate 11000 pupils. 

Lockwood School, Newport and 
Page avenues, is to be rebuilt and 
enlarged; the Douglass (Negro) 
School, Holland avenue and Fox 
place, will receive an addition, and 
the athletic field, adjoining the 
high school, will be extended and 
improved. Webster Groves recent- 
ly voted a $250,000 bond issue for 
schools.

NEW YORK,. Jan. 4-—Mayor 
LaGuardia will submit to the State 
Legislature next week a bill abol- 


fishing the. city’s dual court sys- 


tem of Magistrate and Special Ses- 
sions Courts. 

The measure has the approval 
of Samuel Seabury, who led the 
campaign forces’ that elected 
LaGuardia. In the Hofstadter in- 
vestigation, Seabury sought to 


| prove that the Magistrate Courts 


system was an important part of 
the spoils system set up by Tam- 
many Hall through operation of a 
bail bond racket and outright sale 
of judgeships. 

Tammany members of the State 
Legislature are understood to have 
signified already their intention of 
fighting passage of the Dill. 

If enacted, the measure would 
set up a gingle Police Court sys- 
tem at an annual saving estimate 
at $500,000. It would eliminate 
about - 50 city Magistrates, 16 Spe- 
cial Sessions Justices and 725 court 
employes. In their place the Mayor 


| would appoint about 40 Police Court 


Judges, with about one-third fewer 
court employés to be chosen by 
civil service. The new Judges 
would serve for 10 years, one of 
their number to be appointed Chief 
Justice by the Mayor. 
Such a system would be a severe 
blow to Tammany strength, since 
most of the present court employes 
are Tammany adherents or lead- 
ers, and all the present Magistrates 
and Special Sessions Justices are 
Tammany appointees. 

The Seabury recommendations for 
a new judicial system have been 
given the indorsement of the Bar 
Association of the City of New 
York and other civic organizations. 

Since LaGuardia took office, he 
has started a move to establish a 
10 months’ financial “dictatorship,” 
suspended bus franchise contracts 
and ordered an investigation into

ASTRONOMERS USE 
MOON AS MIRROR 
TO VIEW EARTH 


They Check Test for Oxygen 
on Mars, Through Lunar 
“Earth Shine.” 


By the Associated Press. 

PASADENA, Cal., Jan. 4. — Dr. 
Walter S. Adams, director of the 
Carnegie Institution’s Mount Wil- 
sor? Observatory, and Dr. Theodore 
Dunham Jr. told today how they 
had used a part of the moon as a 
looking glass in which to see the 
earth. 


The astronomers made observa- 
tions of Mars several months ago 
and found its atmosphere contained 
less than 1 per cent of the free 
oxygen present on the earth—not 
enough to sustain human life. But 
they could view atmosphere of 
Mars only from the outside and it 
appeared possible that light, ab- 
sorbed by gases in this atmosphere 
might be scattered back so strongly 
toward them as to obliterate “the 
characteristic spectral absorption 
lines by which the gas is usually. 


recognized.” 


To confirm the results of their 
first observation they sought a 
pianet the atmosphere of which was 
known to contain oxygen, but the 
earth is the only such planet. 
“We could not observe the earth 
directly from outer space, but we 
could do what amounted to the 
e thing,” said Dr. Dunham. “We 
observed the spectrum (light re- 
flected through a prism) of the 
feebly illuminated part of the moon 
within the bright crescent of the 
time of new moon—the so-called 
‘earthshine’ of the moon. This is 
the sunlight which has been reflect- 
ed from the earth to the otherwise 
dark side of the moon and back to 
the earth again. 
“On its way to the observer this 
light\has, therefore, passed three 
times through the earth atmos- 
phere, whereas light from _ the 
bright side of the moon has passed 
ugh our atmosphere only once.” 
Spectra they obtained of the 
“earthshine” showed almost three 
times as much oxygen as that from 
the bright part of the moon. 
“This shows quite definitely,” said 
Dr. Dunham, “that if the atmos- 
phere of a planet should contain 
oxygen, the presence of that gas 
would be revealed to an outside ob- 
server.”

Men Older Than 50 to Be Subject 
to Operations, Eugenics 
Expert Announces.

BERLIN, Jan. 4. — Ten-year-old 
children, women as old as 50 and 
men older than 50 are within the 
age range of Germany’s new ster- 
ilization program, it was said today 
by Dr. Arthur Guett, eugenics ex- 
pert in the Ministry of the Interior. 
Dr. Guett said that when the 
present “waiting list” of incurables 
was disposed of, the work of the 
eugenics courts, set up under the 
national sterilization law which be- 
came effective Jan. 1, would be 
confined mostly to children coming 
out of school. 

Only “urgent” cases will be dealt 
with in the near future. He said 
the 280,000 incurable inmates of 
Germany’s -public institutions would 
not be sterilized; only those who 
are “at large.” 

A census of hereditary incurables 
is in ‘full swing throughout the 
Reich, preliminary to operation of 
the law, he said.

ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 4.—Dr. A. E. 


Ross of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, prominent sociologist and au- 
thor, says he feels “sure it will 
be necessary to inflate, not neces- 
sarily by setting the printing 
presses to work but maybe by de- 
valuating the dollar.” 

In an address at the University 

of Georgia today, he said also that 
“the malpractice and evils which 
have grown up in private banking” 
oblige us to consider whether or 
not some time the supply of credit 
will come about through the Gov- 
ernment in business, and _ all 
wretched inside arrangements 
would disappear.” He continued: 
“The amount of indebtedness in 
this country is about 40 per cent of 
the wealth and has been steadily 
on the increase. Since 1929 the 
weight of the 155 billions of debt 
has been increased 60 to 80 billions 
by appreciation in the value of 
money. Whether American. indus- 
try can swim instead of being 
pulled under water by such a mill- 
stone is dubious.” 
He said he hoped to see “the 
commodity dojlar,” and added that 
no lasting good would be accom- 
plished if the nation tied itself to 
a standard which would appreciate 
all the time.

CITY URGES STATE 
SENATORS T0 GET 
ACTION ON RELIEF 


Mayor and Department 
Heads Send Urgent Ap- 
peal to St. Louis Delega- 
tion at Jefferson City. 


An urgent appeal for prompt ac- 
tion by the Legislature to make 
possible continued .Federal aid to 
Missouri for unemployment relief 
was sent by air mail last night to 
the St. Louis delegation in the Sen- 
ate by Mayor Dickmann and mem- 


bers of his cabinet. 
“We have at this moment,” the 
communication said, “funds suffi- 


cient to continue relief work for 
only a few days. To close our re- 
lief agencies, or inadequately sup- 
port them, means that several 
thousand families of this city will 
be without adequate food and heat. 
Our situation is deeply serious, and 
can quickly become tragic. 

“We beg you to secure action— 
and action now—so that our inade- 
quate funds may be supplemented 
by an amount necessary to dis- 
charge our obligations to our unfor- 
tunate fellow citizens. 

Compromise Is Urged. 

“We urge that all honorable com- 
promises necessary be made in or- 
der to guarantee relief. Our un- 
fortunate people cannot compro- 
mise with hunger; they cannot the- 
orize with cold. 

“It is said that this or that 
measure will prove unpopular. We 
submit that there can be no unpopu- 
larity so devastating as that which 
will arise from the neglect of our 
needy people. 

“We beg you to believe that we 
would not misrepresent the extent 
of our need or the gravity of the 
situation confronting us. 
“Again we urge you to secure 
action—and action now.” 
Some progress toward ending the 
legislative deadlock which has 
blocked efforts to secure State and 
Federal funds to aid in relief work 
was made last night when the Sen- 
ate, which had been holding up the 
measure, passed a sales tax bill, 
radically amended. The bill can 
now be sent to conference, how- 
ever, to compose differences  be- 
tween the House and Senate bills. 
The appeal of St. Louis officials 
was signed by Dickmann, Director 
of Streets and Sewers McDevitt, Di- 
rector of Public Safety Chadsey, 
Supply Commissioner Roach, As- 
sessor Coale, City Counselor Hay, 
President of the Bos of Public 
Service Brown, Director®of Public 
Utilities Wall and Director of Pub- 
lic Welfare Darst. It was addressed 
to Senators Kinney, Brogan, Depel- 
heuer, Bates, Doran and Nolte. 
Statement by Steger. 
Should Government unemploy- 
ment relief be cut off in St. Louis, 
private relief agencies will be un- 
able to assume responsibility for the 
care of any of those affected, it was 
said by E. G. Steger, director of 
United Relief, Inc. 

“To attempt to take care of any 
of them would be starving Peter to 
feed Paul,” he said. “Privately sup- 
ported agencies participating in the 
United Relief Campaign are respon- 
sible, by Government definition, for 
certain types of relief needs, and 
certain classifications of needy per- 
sons. It will take every ounce of 
their energy and every dollar they 
are asking through the campaign to 
meet these commitments. 

“Privately supported agencies are 
responsible forgcare of the needy 
through clinics,“ hospitals, outing 
farms, day nurseries, settlement 
houses, convalescent homes, homes 
for the aged, child placing agencies 
and children’s institutions. They 
are also responsible for relief and 
service to families in which there 
is no breadwinner able to work, 
because of sickness, physical handi- 
cap, mental disorder, old age and 
various other problems. 

“For the private agencies to em- 
bark on pure and simple unemploy- 
ment relief would mean to deny 
medicine to the sick child, food to 
the handicapped men, and shelter 
to the deserted wife and baby.” 

Steger estimated that relief work 
in St. Louis and the county would 
cost about $9,000,000 in 1934. The 
State, Federal and local govern- 
ments, he said, are expected to sup- 
ply about $6,000,000 of that amount, 
leaving $3,000,000 to be raised in the 
United Relief Campaign which be- 
gins Jan. 22.

LONDON, Jan. 4 — President 
Roosevelt’s message to Congress, 
viewed in one London newspaper 

as “near enough to Socialism to be 
oe! Perales mistaken for it,” was 


given wide prominence and drew 
almost universally sympathetic 
British comment today. 

Among the points especially em- 
phasized by the Times and some 
other newspapers was the Presi- 
dent’s aim not merely at recovery, 
but at permanent reconstruction of 
the American economic system. 

“He has the country behind him,” 
said the Telegraph, “in his effort 
at a drastic change such as no 
President hitherto has dreamed, 
such indeed as involves a new con- 
ception of the presidential office 
and the functions of the Federal 
administration.” 

The paper questioned whether 
“the American spirit would con- 
tinue to accept such semi-revolu- 
tionary expedients when the clouds 
of depression were finally dissi- 
pated.” 

The News Chronicle, while prais- 
ing the “brave words which are 
equally applicable upon this side of 
the Atlantic,” also thought’ the 
President’s policy “seems likely to 
carry his administration further in 
the direction of Socialism than most 
Americans have yet begun to real- 
ize.” 

Another point emphasized by the 
Times was the President’s refer- 
ence in the South American section 
of his address to precluding the 
balances of one nation at the ex- 
pense of the trade debits of an- 
other. 

“If this sound principle could be 
put into generally effective prac- 
tice,” said the Times, “internation- 
al trade would soon begin to re- 
cover. It would mean, however, 
something like a revolution in the 
commercial policy of the United 
States.” 

The Express, praising the Presi- 
dent's hard sense, exclaimed “what 
a lesson this hero of a nation 
teaches the rulers of this coun- 

'”? 

The financial editor of the Lon- 
don Telegraph wrote that he con- 
sidered the message gave little new 
information on the President’s mon- 
etary plans, but said perhaps the 
budget message today would throw 
a little more light. 

“One passage of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
message will raise a smile,” he said. 
“He suggested that it is internal 
difficulties of other leading nations 
which prevent them from consid- 
ering all-around stabilization. He 
must surely be aware that-~other 
nations will talk just as soon as 
they have Mr. Roosevelt’s assurance 
of what monetary course he is 
going to steer.”

MUSSOLINI OPPOSES ARMS 
PARLEY WITHOUT GERMANY

disarmament conference unless the 
French-German deadlockis cleared 
up first.

The most important statement in President Roose- 
velt’s personally delivered message to the Congress, 
it seems to us, is this: 

Though the machinery, hurriedly devised, may 
need readjustment fram time to time, neverthe- 
less I think you will agree with me that we have 
created a permanent feature of our modernized 
industrial structure, and that it will continue, 
under the supervision, but not the arbitrary dic- 
tation, of Government itself. 

In ether words, the New Deal is a new order. Such 
assurance may not be necessary.

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THE SENATE’S STUPIDITY. 

Senator Bales’ proposal to increase the State tax‘on 
gasoline, by means of a constitutional amendment, 
has been killed in the House. Yet the Senate clings 
to this highly dubious contingency feature in approv- 
ing its revised version of the sales tax bill. Confer- 
ences will be required to adjust the differences, and 
the confusion becomes worse confounded. 

Thus, after 80 days of opposition to the Governor, 
the Senate is back where it began. Gov. Park’s pro- 
gram, an excellent one, as we said in the beginning, 
has withstood the test of terrific battering. Senator 
Bales’ substitute for the sales tax was the only reve- 
nue idea the intransigeant Senate could produce, and 
it never deserved serious consideration.

A GRAND JURY’S GOOD WORK. 
The St. Joseph grand jury has indicted eight men 
for first-degree murder, and several others on- lesser 
charges, in the lynching of Lloyd Warner, a Negro 
youth, who confessed attacking a white girl. 
In charging the grand jury, made up of prominent 
and truly representative citizens of the community, 
Judge J. V. Gaddy said: 
“That lynching was not done by good, outraged 
citizens. It was done by men whose moral standards 
are little higher than those of the man lynched. 
That lynching was murder, nothing but cowardly, 
despicable murder, and the motive was, as is every 
motive for murder, hate. Women are no safer in St. 
Joseph today by reason of that murder.” 
Guided by W. O. Sawyers, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, the grand jury did more than return indict- 
ments. It récommended that the investigation be 
continued. It called for the resignation of the Sheriff 
and police who permitted the “inhuman orgy.” . It 
has placed responsibility on the officers for failure 
to provide protection for the prisoner, on the lynch- 
ers themselves, and “on those bystanders (7000 of 
them), who by their presence lent encouragement to 
the lynchers, and through inactivity lent no as- 
sistance to the defenseless victim.” : 
“Let sworn officials play the man at all times,’ 
the report went on, “and have the courage to stand 
firm to the last—no matter how the pack howls— 
against the tyranny of the mob. The expanding prob- 
lem of mob violence is not otherwise likely to be 
arrested.” 


This country has recognized Soviet Russia and 
the President recently restored civil rights to per- 
sons convicted under war-time sedition laws. Despite 
these liberal advances, New York State’s red flag law 
still waves. Two young Socialists have just been 
convicted under its provisions, in a case the Civil 
Liberties Union calls an “incredible prosecution.” 

It is incredible from several viewpoints. New 
York’s law applies to cases where the red flag is 
flown as a symbol of “opposition to organized gov- 
ernment or stimulus to anarchistic action.” -Only 
the densely ignorant or bigoted can imagine that the 
Socialist party stands for anything so drastic. These 
two youths were arrested, at the instance of shocked 
American Legion members, while leading a party of 
Labor day hikers. Yet not one red flag, but a dozen, 
appeared at the funeral of Morris Hillquit, New 
York Socialist leader, at about the same time, and 
no arrests followed. 

This conviction, too, flies in the face of a notable 
decision by the United States Supreme Court, in May, 
1931, which set aside a conviction uhder the Cali- 
fornia réd flag law. The defendant in that case was 
a Communist, Yetta Stromberg. Chief Justice Hughes 
presented the mafority opinion, which pointed out 
that “maintenance of an opportunity for free po- 
litical discussion ... is a fundamental principle of 
our constitutional system,” and called the statute 
“repugnant to the guaranty of liberty contained in 
the fourteenth amendment.” 

The impending appeal in the New York case will 
undoubtedly bring a similar ruling, if it ever reaches 
the Supreme Court. Meanwhile, the 30 other states 
that still have red flag laws, inherited from the post- 
war anti-radical hysteria, would do well to repeal 
them, lest they be seized upon by our few remaining 
red-baiters to make a bigots’ holiday.

Mayor LaGuardia Takes Office 


AYOR LAGUARDIA has taken hold in 
New York City in the manner of a 
man who knows what it is all about. 
His appointments are admirable. Not for 
20 years has the city seen so able and ex- 
perienced a collection of high officials, or 
so Many men in the responsible posts who 
are there by reason of their proved knowl- 
edge of the problems they have to déal with. 

Of the Mayor himself, it can be said that, 
during the campaign and, above all, since 
his election, he has delighted his friends and 
disarmed his critics. Imagination he al- 
ways possessed, quick and unfailing sympa- 
thy; he has shown that he has, too, a hard- 
bitten sense of the actualities, a disposition 
not to fool himself, a gift, like that of Al 
Smith himself, for grasping an intricate 
question and making it understood by the 
people. Unless all the signs fail, a political 
leader has risen in New York. 

Perhaps the surest sign of leadership is 
the ability to know what to do first, and 
what second, and what after that. What 
New York City needs is not merely to get 
rid of corruption and inefficiency and not 
merely to balance the budget. It needs to 
create a government which is fit to deal 
with the collective problems of a popula- 
tion larger than many national states. It 
has not such*a government now. 

To establish such a government, the first 


thing necessary is to break down the barb 


wire behind which are entrenched, with all 
kinds of special laws and accumulated legis- 
lative rights, an army of placeholders. In 
this army there are good men and bad, 
faithful and faithless. There can be no purg- 


ing and no sure revival of administration — 


until this whole army is turned away from 
the belief that it is where it is by vested 
right, and brought to realize that it owes 
its allegiance, because it owes its tenure of 
office, to the new Mayor and his colleagues. 
This is the fundamental reason why. it is 
of the first importance that the Mayor be 
granted the extraordinary powers which he 
is asking of the Legislature. 


Those powers are the one certain’ way 


to infuse the whole municipal service with 
the knowledge that there has been a politi- 
cal revolution in New York and that there 
is to be a new deal. From this first step 
follows the second step. With these new 
powers and the new spirit they will er- 
gender, the credit of New York City will be 
re-established. Credit is not a matter of 
arithmetic, but of character and purpose. 
New York City cannot be bankrupt, once it 
has a government which is fit to be trusted. 

When it has such a government, and when 
it again has credit, it will have the prestige, 
the ability and the resources to do the 
things that need to be done; to deal with 
transportation, with housing, with education, 
with: justice, with the development of the 
greater city according to a far-sighted plan. 

These are the things a modern city 
government should be prepared to do. It 
cannot do them with good intentions. It 
has to be very strong in the confidence of 
the people. It has to be master of is own 
house. It has to have expert knowledge. It 
has to have credit. The way to get these 
things is to begin where Mayor LaGuardia 
has begun—by asking for the power to do 
them. ; 

The issue will be drawn in the State Legis- 
lature at Albany, which alone can grant the 
powers that the city needs. Those who are 
disposed to frustrate the city will do well 
to think twice before they do it. The Tam- 
many delegation, the Governor, the up-state 
Republicans are confronted with no ordin- 
ary issue and with no ordinary Mayor and 
with none of the ordinary, easy-going civic 
indifference of the people of New York. 
If there is obstruction, arising from political 
bargtins, timidity or calculation, the obstruc- 
tors and those who stand aside and do not 
help will find that they have on their hands 
a political leader quite capable of rousing 
the people ahd of overwhelming them. ‘Let 
sre not imagine that these are ordinary 

mes.

T Legislature has brought a relief crisis 
in this State.

Direct relief demands are mounting, due 
to the winter weather. Funds soon will be 
exhausted. There is no way of obtaining 
more, unless the Legislature acts. 

It is imperative that the Legislature get 
busy at once. The special session has been 
in progress since Oct. 17. Yet there has 
been no agreement on state relief, on liquor 
control or other important and urgent mat- 
ters. It is an intolerable situation. Further 
delay would be disastrous. 

The Legislature can and must frame a re- 


lief measure that will be both reasonables” 


and adequate. Missouri can discharge its 
obligations to its needy. It can bring the 
prompt return of Federal relief funds to the 
State. 

Beyond that, the Legislature cannot af- 
ford further delay in liquor control enact- 
ment. The State is being flooded with liq- 
uor from which not a penny of State reve- 
nue is being obtained. Already there has 
been the loss of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars from that source. Already unregu- 
lated sales have proceeded to a stage that 
will make control an aggravated difficulty. 

The Legislature now is to resume its 
work. Let it get down to business, end the 
disgraceful situation that has existed at Jef- 
ferson City, put the State in the clear on re 
lief and'then promptly adjourn.

ROOSEVELT INVITED 
T0 OPEN AUDITORIUM 


Contractors Expected to Turn 
Over Structure April 14; 
Dedication Plans. 


President Roosevelt will be invit- 
ed to make the address dedicating 
the new Municipal Auditorium and 
Community Center, in mid-April. 
April 14, which is a Saturday, is 


the date set for the contractors to 
turn over to the city the completed 
portions of the structure, the thea- 
ter, seating 3500, the exhibition hall, 
and four small convention halls.

Maj. Walter Grant Penfield, con- 
stfuction engineer for the United 
States Treasury Department and 
former manufacturer, died here 
yesterday.

12, sustained the Senate Municipal 
Corporations Committee in smoth- 
ering the Governor’s bills for more 
than two months. The resolution 
must be passed by both Houses in 
order to submit the amendment to 
a vote of the people, and may meet 
the same fate in the Senate as the 
Governor’s original bills. : 

Charles H. Mayer of St. Joseph, 
representing the Doherty public 
utility interests, who said he was 
appearing on behalf of the electric 
and gas utility interests of Mis- 
souri, was the only speaker against 
the resolution. Other utility repre- 


1 | sentatives present, who have been 


active against the Governor’s pro- 
gram, were Albert C. Laun of the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
of St. Louis, and Ludwick Graves, 
representing the Kansas City Pow- 
er & Light Co. 

While the proposal provides that 
the bonds issued would not be an 
obligation of the city issuing them, 
but payable only out of plant earn- 
ings, Mayer pleaded the cause of 
the taxpayers and declared the 
amendment would make it possible 
to authorize construction of a mu- 
unicipal utility plant “without the 
vote of a single tavpayer.” He 
urged that bonds could be voted 
for city halls, school houses and 
jails—which are not revenue pro- 
ducing—only by a two-thirds major- 
ity.

“He should use the same tactic 
against France that France used 
against Brazil. When Brazil said 
she was unable to pay her interest 
installment to France, France 
slapped an embargo on Brazilian 
coffee and France is a coffee drink- 
ing nation.” 

Britten said if the same thing 
was done by the United States 
against France, “France would pay 
interest due on the debt.” 


Basis of Estimate. 


The $470,000,000 estimate does 
not include the $75,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000 experts of the Ways and 
Means Committee believe will he 
collected in import duties at pres- 

t tariff rates. 

‘The estimate includes $300,000,000 
expected from the $2-a-gallon levy 
on an estimated consumption of 
150,000,000 gallons of distilled spirits 
in the first post-repeal year, $10, 
000,000 from wine levies, and $160,- 
000,000 from the $5-a-barrel rate on 
all types of beer. 

The measure was reported by a 
vote of 14 Democrats voting “aye” 
to nine Republicans voting “pres- 
ent.” It increases the present tax 
of $1.10 a gallon on spirits by 90 
cents, and provides that where the 
present tax has been paid, the in- 
crease also must be paid. ° 


In its report, the committee said: 
“Your committee recognizes that 
the existing laws imposing liquor 
taxes are voluminous and compli- 
cated and hopes in the near future 
to report a bill which will simplify 
and improve these old statutes. 
“At the present time, however, it 
is of supreme importance to pro-~ 
vide for additional revenue and, 
therefore, the bill now reported 
deals with the rates by which such 
additional revenue amounting to 
approximately one-half of a* mil- 
lion dollars a day may be secured.” 
Doughton said that after the 
liquor tax bill was sent to the Sen- 


ate, the House Ways and Means 
Committee would resume, probably 


next week hearings on the project- 
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Jed $270,000,000 general revenue Dill. 


He said he hoped to get it before 
the House within two weeks. 


Scope of Tax Bill. 


The proposed liquor tax measure 
revamps somewhat all the liquor 
tax measures passed within the last 
20 years, and repeals the $6.40 a 
gallon levy imposed in 1918 under 
dry laws for diversion of medicinal 
liquor for beverage purposes. 

It provides for a graduated scale 
of taxes on wines of different al- 
eoholic content, beginning with 10 
cents a gallon on wines of less than 
14 per cent, and ranging to 40 
cents on those up to 24 per cent. 
All liquors containing more than 
24 per cent bear the $2-a-gallon rate 
the same as distilled spirits. 

The bill provides for a drawback 
on internal taxes to American pro- 
ducers selling abroad. This was 
done, the committee explained, to 
permit the American industry to 
compete in foreign trade. 

It specifies that the processing 
and floor taxes imposed under the 
agricultural adjustment act on 
products going into liquors shall 
not be considered as internal rev- 
enue taxes. 


A $2-a-gallon tax is imposed on 
imported perfumes containing dis- 
tilled spirits. 

Payment to States Rejected. 

.No chayge is made jn existing li- 
censes and occupation taxes on 
manufacturers or dealers in intoxi- 
cating liquors, the committee said, 
because it felt this form of taxa- 
tion should be retained by the 
states. 

In approving the measure, the 
committee rejected the recommen- 
dation of the President’s interde- 
partmental committee for a $2.60 
a gallon tax on spirits as well as a 
proposal to return 20 pe- cent to 
states that did not impose a volume 
levy. The first was held too high, 
and the second unsatisfactory be- 
cause of inability to get an agree- 
ment on a basis of allocation. 

The present tariff of $5 a gallon 
on imported spirits was retained to 
get the full revenue from an ex- 
pected flood of foreign liquor dur- 
ing the first year. It was estimated 
that between 15,000,000 and 20,000,- 
000 gallons would be imported this 


year.

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Social Science Council Names |‘‘Southern Cross” Making Trial

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—The Social 
Science Research Council today an- 
nounced the creation of a commis- 
sion of inquiry on national policy 
in international economic rela- 
tions, which plans “definite recom- 
mendations for the country’s fu- 
ture guidance by Oct. 1, 1934.” 

The commission is headed: by 
Robert M. Hutchins, president of 
the University of Chicago, and its 
inquiry will be financed by the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 

The study also has the approval 
of President Roosevelt. Hearings 
will be held in Chicago, Des Moines, 
Ia.; Minneapolis, Minn.; Denver, 
Colo.; San Francisco; Dallas, Tex.; 
New Orleans, Washington, New 
York and other important centers. 


Policy Announced. 

Hutchins, making the announce- 
ment. at a luncheon, said the com- 
mission’s aim was the determina- 
tion of a desirable international 
policy for the United States. 

A more detailed statement of its 
purposes, as announced, was: 

“(1). To examine the situation in 
the United States in which prac- 
tices and principles of nationalism 
and internationalism bear on na- 
tional policy in international eco- 
nomic relations. 

“(2). To canvass the directions 
and objectives of American policy, 
and their results; and 

“(3). To make a report present- 
ing an analysis of the problems in- 
volved, together with relevant rec- 
ommendations.” 

The members of the commission, 
besides Hutchins, are: William 
Tudor Gardiner, chairman of- the 
Board of Incorporated Investors, 
Boston; Carl L. Alsberg, director of 
the Stanford Food Research Insti- 
tute, Stanford, Cal.; Isaiah Bow- 
man, chairman of the National Re- 
search Council, Washington; Guy 
Stanton Ford, dean of Graduate 
School, University of Minnesota, 
Minneapolis; Beardsley Ruml, dean 
of the Social Science Division, Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and Alfred H. 
Stone, vice-president of the Staple 
Cotton Association, Jackson, Miss. 
Dr. Alvin Hansen of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota will be director 
of research and secretary. 

Roosevelt Approves. 

Part of a letter from President 
Roosevelt, read at the luncheon, 
said: “I approve of the plan as 
outlined. I believe that in making 
the result of their study available 
to the Government, these commis- 
sions will be able to make a dis- 
tinct contribution.” The letter re- 
ferred also to another commission 
fostered by the council, the nature 
of which was not stated. 

“In consequence of the World

NATAL, Brazil, Jan. 4. — The 
French flying boat “Southern 


Cross” arrived here early today, 
completing an Atlantic crossing 
from Saint Louis, Senegal. 

The plane landed at 7:10 a. m. 
for a flying time of 18 hours and 
17 minutes for the 1970 miles. 

The four-motored seaplane is the 
French entry in a race with Ger- 
many to set up the first trans-At- 
lantic air mail ling between Hurope 
and South America via Africa. 
Within two months the French 
Government hopes to initiate daily 
service between Paris and Rio de 
Janeiro. 

The giant plane, with a wing 
spread of 144 feet, and with a 
crew of three men, landed easily on 
the Potengy River. The flyers said 
they averaged 110 miles an hour. 
Commander M. Bonot expressed 
satisfaction with the ship’s perform- 
ance, inasmuch as it compared fa- 
vorably with the fastest South At- 
lantic land plane crossings.

Four-Card Suits and the 
Two-Bid 


OU will hear criticisms of my 
Y two-ria and its responses on 

the grounds that it does not 
make sufficient use of four-card 
suits. You may feel tempted at some 
time to “make 
an exception,” 
feeling that you 
are faced with a 
rare contingency 
not . covered by & 
my procedure. I 
wish to relieve [Rie 
you of temptation [Res 
to misbid a fine 
hand for an yf 
such motive by 
woing rathergs 
Jeeply into the 
theoretical aspect 
of this question. 
Today let us see 
why the RE - 
SPONDING HAND HAS NO JUS- 
TIFICATION FOR BIDDING ON 
THE FIRST ROUND OF A FOUR- 
CARD SUIT HOWEVER 
STRONG. 

Let us assume that your partner 

bids two spades and you pick up

Your proper response is three no 
trumps; you have two primary 
tricks and this is the way to show 
them. Later you can bid hearts if 
necessary, to reveal just where your 
values are concentrated, just where 
you eliminate losers. You must not, 
however, suggest the heart suit as 
the possible ultimate declaration for 
the hand because it is flatly IM- 
POSSIBLE FOR THE HEART 
SUIT TO FIND A FIT. You do not 
care to play the hand in a four- 
card trump suit of which your part- 
ner cannot hold more than three, 
do you? Do you want to have at 
least six trumps against you? To 
fit your hearts your partner must 
hold four small hearts. That is, 
four losers in hearts. He cannot 
possibly have this heart holding, for 
he has made a two-bid, which 
promises not more than three los- 
érs in the hand. ; 

The Risk of Duplication. 

Though the risk of duplication ts 
much less with a two-bid than with 
a three-bid, let us take this pos- 
sibility into consideration. 

It is true that the greater your 
high card strength in one suit, the 


‘| greater the chance of its being a 


duplication when your partner 
makes an opening forcing bid. 
However, if your partner has one 
heart in his hand, your hearts are 
going to eliminate losers for him 
and he is going to get onto your 
hand and get his discards and 
make his slam. Only if he cannot 
stand off the losers in some other 
suit will he be immediately defeat- 
ed in a slam contract; and in that 
event he should not get to slam. If 
you bid three no trumps and later 
hearts, he has no business to bid 
six of anything if his hand con- 
tains two immedate losers in any 
suit and a singleton heart. The 
time factor will plainly be against 
him for a siam. If he has A x or 
A x x in his other weak suit, he can 
slam because he now knows he can 
park those two small cards on your 
hearts, or at least one of them. He 
could, in fact, now bid a slam, even 
if he expected to lose a trump trick, 
relying on a heart finesse in case 
your holding .were only A Q J. Ycur 
three no trump response, followed 
later by a heart bid, is likely to out- 
line exactly for him the whole play 
of the hand and definitely elimin- 
ate two or three losers from his 
hand.
